COMITE 1 - DISARMAMENT 

NEW DATES EOR LOS CONEERENCE - INAUGURAL SESSION IN NY 
DEC. 3-14, AND SUMMER SESSION IN CARACAS JUNE 20-AUG. 29, 1974 - 
WERE RECOMMENDED BY COMITE NOV. 6. COSTA RICA-ECUADOR- 
MAURITIUS-MEXICO-PANAMA- VENEZUELA- YUGOSLAVIA DRAFT RES (L. 651) 
ON ENDING NUCLEAR AND THERMONUCLEAR TESTING WAS RECEIVED. 

RES WOULD CONDEMN "WITH UTMOST VIGOR" ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
TESTS, HAVE GA REITERATE THERE IS NO VALID REASON TO DELAY 
CONCLUSION OE CTB, AND URGE ALL NUCLEAR WEAPON STATES TO 
HALT ALL TESTING. GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS ON DISARMAMENT 
ITEMS WERE MADE BY 15 DELS, AND USSR AND CHINA EXERCISED RIGHT 
OE REPLY. 

ALTER AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) ANNOUNCED NEW DATES FOR LOS 
CONFERENCE, TANZANIAN REP SAID HE COULD NOT BE ASSOCIATED WITH 
CHANGES, BUT UGANDAN REP, AS AFRICAN GROUP CHAIRMAN, STATED 
MOST MEMBERS OE GROUP ACCEPTED NEW DATES. THERE WAS NO 
EURTHER OBJECTION. 

ENE (ROMANIA) NOTED 12 YEARS OF CCD DISCUSSION RESULTED IN ONLY 
EEW PARTIAL AGREEMENTS AND FURTHER EEEORTS REQUIRED. HE 
SAID QUESTION OE CREATION OE ZONES OF PEACE WERE CLOSELY LINKED 
TO PRINCIPLE OF NON-USE OE EORCE IN INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS. 

CW SHOULD BE PROHIBITED BUT UNTIL COMPLETE DISARMAMENT 
ACHIEVED, EEEORTS SHOULD BE DIRECTED TOWARD PARTIAL SOLUTIONS. 
CCD MUST BE MADE MORE DEMOCRATIC AND ITS WORK METHODS 
STREAMLINED, HE ADDED. 

KOOIJMANS (NETHERLANDS) SUGGESTED CREATION OF INTERNATIONAL 
ORGAN TO WHICH CW CONVENTION COULD ENTRUST CERTAIN EUNCTIONS 
AND WHICH COULD BE NUCLEUS OE INTERNATIONAL DISARMAMENT 
ORGANIZATION. REVIEW CONEERENCES EOR EXISTING TREATIES 
COULD DELEGATE THEIR RESPONSIBILITIES TO THAT ORGAN. HE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FAVORED CONVENING GROUP OF INTERGOVERNMENTAL EXPERTS TO 
CONSIDER QUESTION OE NAPALM, AND SUPPORTED WDC IE THOROUGHLY 
PREPARED AND ALL NUCLEAR POWERS PARTICIPATED. 

PEREZ DE CUELLAR (PERU) HOPED CCD COULD TAKE TRULY EEFECTIVE 
MEASURES ON CW; SAID ATMOSPHERIC TESTS IN PACIEIC WERE 
DIRECT THREAT TO PERU; BELIEVED STATES EVEN IE NOT PARTIES TO 
MOSCOW TREATY HAD DUTY NOT TO TEST IN ATMOSPHERE; AND 
REGRETTED DETENTE HAD NOT YET REACHED CCD NEGOTIATIONS. 

GUERREIRO (BRAZIL) BELIEVED TO LARGE EXTENT DISARMAMENT 
DIEFICULTIES RESULTED EROM PROBLEM OE EINDING POINT OP 
EQUILIBRIUM BETWEEN MECHANISMS EOR VERIFICATION OF COMPLAINTS 
AND TRUST AMONG GOVTS. ON CW, HE SUGGESTED "TWO-STEP" 
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TREATY DEALING FIRST WITH DESTRUCTION OE STOCKS AND THEN 
DEFINITE CESSATION OF PRODUCTION. HE SUPPORTED DRAFT RES ON 
NAPALM, AND SAID ABSENCE OF FOLLOW-UP TENDED WEAKEN MEANING 
OF PARTIAL MEASURES. 

RESHETNIAK (UKRAINE) SUPPORTED SOV ROB PROPOSAL, HOPED WDC COULD 
BE CONVENED SOON AS POSSIBLE, FAILED SEE WHY CERTAIN POWERS 
PLACED OBSTACLES IN WAY OE WDC SPECIAL COMITE, AND THOUGHT 
QUESTION OF NAPALM COULD BEST BE TAKEN UP IN CCD. BANNING 
VW WAS URGENT, AND HE REGRETTED US CREATING DIFEICULTIES. 

ZANTAR (MOROCCO) REFERRED TO ME CONFLICT; FAVORED WDC WITH 
UNIVERSAL PARTICIPATION; NOTED HIS DEL WOULD BE SPEAKING AT 
EUROPEAN SECURITY CONFERENCE AS MEDITERRANEAN COUNTRY; 

EXPRESSED SYMPATHY WITH SOV ROB PROPOSAL; SAID FOREIGN 
FORCES SHOULD BE ELIMINATED EROM AREAS WHERE THEY HAD NO 

RIGHT OR REASON TO REMAIN; COMMENTED CCD APPEARED TO BE 
CONVENIENT SCREEN FOR DEVELOPMENT OF WEAPONS OF ALL TYPES; 

AND DECLARED RIGHTS OF PEOPLES HAD TO BE RESTORED BEFORE DEMANDS 
WERE MADE "TO LEAVE WEAPONS IN CLOAKROOMS." 

GRINBERG (BULGARIA) EXPRESSED OPINION CCD SHOULD ACCORD HIGH 
PRIORITY TO ELABORATION OF DRAFT CW CONVENTION. HE FAVORED 
GRADUAL APPROACH TO GCD, DESCRIBED SOV ROB PROPOSAL AS 
"REALISTIC," AND HAD "CERTAIN DOUBTS" ABOUT ENTRUSTING 
EXAMINATION OF NAPALM TO INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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MOTT (AUSTRALIA) WELCOMED DRAFT RES ON NAPALM, SAID AT SOME 
STAGE lOPZ COMITE SHOULD CONSULT GREAT POWERS TO ENLIST 
THEIR SUPPORT FOR PROPOSED COURSES OF ACTION, AND THOUGHT CCD 
SHOULD PRESENT NEXT GA WITH SIGNS OF TANGIBLE PROGRESS ON 
BOTH NUCLEAR TESTING AND CW. HE STRONGLY FAVORED PARTICIPATION 
OF CHINA AND FRANCE IN CCD OR ANY OTHER DISARMAMENT EORUM, 
FAVORED ADEQUATELY PREPARED WDC WITH PARTICIPATION ALL 
NUCLEAR POWERS, AND THOUGHT EURTHER STUDY NEEDED ON TECHNICAL 
PROBLEMS OF CW TREATY. 

JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA) WAS CONVINCED OF NECESSITY OF WDC; THOUGHT 
CONTINUATION OF UNDERGROUND TESTS APPEARED INTIMATELY 
CONNECTED TO CONTINUATION OF ATMOSPHERIC TESTS BY TWO OF 
OTHER NUCLEAR STATES; FAVORED RESTRUCTURING OF CCD; AND HOPED 
QUESTION OF CURTAILING RACE IN CONVENTIONAL WEAPONS WOULD BE 
TAKEN UP. 

SOUMARE (MAURITANIA) EAVORED CONVENING WDC AND EXPANDING SPECIAL 
COMITE, SAID ANY EFFECTIVE DETENTE MUST NOT BE MERELY 
EUROPEAN DETENTE, AND DECLARED IMPERIALISM, ZIONISM AND 
APARTHEID MUST BE ELIMINATED IF THERE WERE TO BE LASTING 
PEACE. 
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ROSSIDES (CYPRUS) SUPPORTED HOLDING WDC, BUT IE IT COULD NOT 
MEET PROMPTLY UN DISARMAMENT COMMISSION SHOULD BE RECONVENED. 

HE WELCOMED SOV ROB PROPOSAL AND SUPPORTED NAPALM RES. 

WANG (CHINA), WHO NOTED HIS DEL GAVE ITS VIEWS IN GA ON 
DISARMAMENT, DEVOTED STATEMENT TO WDC. IE CONFERENCE HELD 
THERE MUST BE CLEAR AIMS AND NECESSARY PRECONDITIONS: 

ALL NUCLEAR POWERS, ESPECIALLY US AND USSR, MUST UNDERTAKE 
NOT TO BE FIRST TO USE NUCLEAR WEAPONS; TO DISMANTLE ALL 
MILITARY BASES ON TERRITORIES OF OTHER COUNTRIES; AND TO 
WITHDRAW ALL THEIR ARMED FORCES FROM ABROAD. HE CALLED SOV 
WDC PROPOSAL "FRAUD," AND SAID GA SHOULD NOT TAKE ANY 
CONCRETE DECISIONS ON IT. HE CALLED ROB PROPOSAL "SHEER 
HYPOCRISY AND OPEN DECEPTION." ON QUESTION OF DISARMAMENT, 

SOVIET UNION WAS "DOWNRIGHT DOUBLE-DEALER." IN 1868, 1899 
AND 1907 OLD TSARS PROPOSED SO-CALLED WORLD PEACE CONFERENCES 
AND SIGNED AGREEMENTS ON SO-CALLED LIMITATIONS OF ARMAMENTS WHILE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FRANTICALLY CARRYING OUT AGGRESSION AND EXPANSION. THERE 
WASSTRIKING SIMILARITY NOW, WANG POINTED OUT. 

TEMPLETON (NZ) GAVE FIRST PRIORITY TO NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT, 

REJECTED VIEW THERE WAS PROOF RISKS OF FALL-OUT WERE NEGLIGIBLE, 

AND DEPLORED THERE WAS NO END IN SIGHT OF TESTING IN SOUTH 
PACIFIC. HE COMMENTED ATMOSPHERE OF DETENTE "SUBJECT TO 
ABRUPT CLIMATIC CHANGE," NOTING WORLD FACED POSSIBILITY 
OF SUPERPOWER CONFRONTATION IN ME ON OCT. 25. HE SUPPORTED 
CONVENING WDC WHEN THERE WAS EVIDENCE NUCLEAR POWERS READY 
TO PARTICIPATE. NZ, HE SAID, WOULD CONSULT WITH ITS 
NEIGHBORS ON FEASIBILITY OF NFZ IN SOUTH PACIFIC.

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IPOTO (ZAIRE) FAVORED RENEWAL OF SPECIAL WDC COMITE'S MANDATE 
WITH INCREASED AFRICAN REPRESENTATION, CONDEMNED ALL NUCLEAR 
TESTING, AND SAID IT WAS TIME TO DENOUNCE EFFORTS BY TWO 
SUPERPOWERS TO GET INTERNATIONAL ENDORSEMENT OF THEIR BILATERIAL 
AGREEMENTS. 

BAZAN (CHILE) CONTINUED TO EAVOR WDC, AND SAID PRIOR 
CONSULTATIONS REQUIRED BY 27TH GA PRES HAD BEEN CONDUCTED 
BEYOND HIS MANDATE AND COMPOSITION TAILORED TO MEET NEEDS 
OF ONE SUPERPOWER. SPECIAL COMITE HAD TO BE RESTRUCTURED 
ON BASIS EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHIC DISTRIBUTION, AND MEMBERSHIP 
EXPANDED TO ALLOW SEATS FOR THOSE IGNORED LAST YEAR 
(PHILIPPINES, BURUNDI, TUNISIA, PERU, VENEZUELA) AND THERE 
SHOULD BE ADDITIONAL MEMBER FROM WE. IF FOUR NUCLEAR POWERS 
DID NOT WISH TO SERVE, OTHER SHOULD BE EXCLUDED. 

ROSHCHIN (USSR) CHARGED CHINESE DEL "HID THEIR HEADS UNDER 
TABLE" WHEN THERE WAS SEARCH FOR SOLUTION TO ME PROBLEM. 

HE REFERRED TO PRC ATMOSPHERIC TESTS, AND CONTENDED CHINA 
NOT INTERESTED IN ANY AGREEMENTS ON ARMS QUESTION. WANG 
REPLIED TO TOTALLY UNREASONABLE SOV STATEMENT OF DISTORTION 
AND SLANDER, AND ROSHCHIN MADE COUNTER REPLY. 
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NOTE: IN SUMMARY OF COMITE I DEBATE ON DISARMAMENT NOV. 5 
(USUN'S UNCLASSIFIED SUMMARY NO. 36 OURTEL 4487), PLEASE 
CHANGE WORD "SAID” IN LAST SENTENCE IN SIXTH PARA TO "SAD." 

SPECIAL POLITICAL COMITE - UNRWA 

COMITE NOV 6 BEGAN DEBATE ON UNRWA HEARING STATEMENTS BY REPS 
OF CANADA AND EGYPT; ISRAEL, EGYPT, TUNISIA, MAURITANIA, 

JORDAN, AND LIBYA SPOKE UNDER RIGHTS OF REPLY. COMITE AGREED 
WITHOUT OBJECTION TO HEAR "PALESTINE ARAB DELEGATION" DURING 
DISCUSSION, AS REQUESTED BY SEVERAL STATES (A/SPC/I63), 

"WITHOUT SUCH AUTHORIZATION IMPLYING RECOGNITION OF SAID 
DELEGATION". ISRAEL EXPRESSED RESERVATION REGARDING PROCEDURE.

FROM JAPAN CALLING FOR ADOPTION OF CHARTER FOR UNU AND 
LOCATION OF UNIVERSITY CENTER IN TOKYO; RES WOULD HAVE GA 
URGE UNIVERSITY COUNCIL CONSIDER UNU-UNITARY RELATIONSHIP

FROM ALL SOURCES. INTRODUCING RES, JAPANESE REP NOTED JAPAN'S

INSTITUTION. JORDAN HOPED ESTABLISHMENT OF UNU WOULD HELP 
STOP "BRAIN DRAIN" FROM LDCS. CHINA SAID UNU "SHOULD BE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RUN BY ALL" AND NOT SUBJECT TO CONTROL OF FEW COUNTRIES; 

COMPOSITION OF UNIVERSITY COUNCIL SHOULD REFLECT WIDE 
GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION. SPAIN SUGGESTED UNU USE OFEICIAL 
UN LANGUAGES. PHILIPPINES SAID UNU RESEARCH ACTIVITIES SHOULD 
BE ACTION-ORIENTED. EGYPT SAID LIMITING DURATION OF SCIENTIFIC 
STAFF EMPLOYMENT WOULD AVOID "BRAIN DRAIN". 

MRS. YOUNG (US) STATED US SUPPORT EOR UNU. SHE HOPED UNU 
WOULD END PHYSICAL AND INTELLECTUAL ISOLATION "THAT SO 
FRUSTRATES SOME OE OUR COLLEAGUES" AND WOULD PROVIDE COORDINATED 
ACTION TO HELP SOLVE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC PROBLEMS OF LDCS. 

SHE WELCOMED FINANCING UNU BY VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS 
AND STRESSED THAT, TO GUARANTEE ACADEMIC FREEDOM, SOURCES 
OF FUNDS FOR UNU MUST NOT BE SOURCES OF INFLUENCE OVER IT. 

ITALIAN REP STATED HIS COUNTRY'S WILLINGNESS TO HOST ONE 
OF UNU'S UNITS. ROMANIA SAID UNU'S COOPERATION WITH OTHER 
RESEARCH-ORIENTED BODIES SHOULD EMPHASIZE COOPERATION WITH 
YOUTH ORGANIZATIONS. INDONESIA SUGGESTED EELLOWSHIPS SHOULD 
BE FOUNDED FOR TRAINEES FROM LDCS. GREECE FAVORED 
ESTABLISHING BRANCHES IN AS MANY DC AND LDC STATES AS 
POSSIBLE AND EINANCING THROUGH AUTOMATIC CONTRIBUTIONS.

TO SELF-DETERMINATION, FREEDOM, AND INDEPENDENCE" IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH GA RESES; GA WOULD STRONGLY CONDEMN "GOVERNMENTS 
OF PORTUGAL AND SA, AS WELL AS OTHERS WHICH CONTINUE TO DISREGARD 
UN RESES" AND POLICIES OE "THOSE MEMBERS OF NATO AND OTHER

COMITE NOV 5 CONCLUDED NAMIBIA DEBATE. TWO DRAET RESES ON 
TERRITORIES UNDER PORTUGUESE ADMINISTRATION 

WERE CIRCULATED. FOURTEEN-POWER DRAFT (L.1035) WOULD ESTABLISH 
FIVE-MEMBER "REPRESENTATIVE COMMISSION OF INQUIRY" TO 
INVESTIGATE REPORTED MASSACRES IN MOZAMBIQUE; PORTUGUESE 
WOULD BE REQUESTED TO COOPERATE WITH COMMISSION AND "GRANT 
IT ALL NECESSARY FACILITIES TO ENABLE IT TO CARRY OUT ITS 
MANDATE." OMNIBUS 56-POWER DRAFT (L. 1034) WOULD HAVE GA 
CONDEMN "IN STRONGEST POSSIBLE TERMS" PORTUGAL'S REFUSAL 
TO COMPLY WITH UN RESES AND ITS INTENSIFIED ARMED REPRESSION 
IN TERRITORIES TO STIFLE LEGITIMATE ASPIRATIONS. 

IN CONCLUDING DEBATE ON NAMIBIA, COMITE HEARD STATEMENTS BY

RECOGNIZE NATIONAL CONVENTION AS ONLY ORGANIZATION REPRESENTING 
PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA. HE URGED UN ASK FOREIGN MINING COMPANIES 
IN NAMIBIA RAISE WAGES OF AFRICAN EMPOLYEES AND PAY TAXES TO 
UN UNTIL NAMIBIA HAD ELECTED GOVERNMENT. 

IN STATEMENTS, REPS UNIFORMLY PLEDGED SUPPORT FOR CAUSE OF 
NAMIBIAN PEOPLE AND CONDEMNED POLICIES OF SA. SWEDEN AND 
FINLAND FAVORED CONTINUING PEACEFUL CONTACTS WITH SA ON 
NAMIBIA. CHILE STATED OPPOSITION TO SA TACTICS AND ACCORDINGLY 
REVALIDATED CREDENTIALS AS NON-ALIGNED AND ANTI-COLINIAL. 

MALI CALLED FOR AUG 26 OF EACH YEAR TO BE CELEBRATED AS 
DAY OF SOLIDARITY WITH PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA. SIERRA LEONE 
REGRETTED THAT FRANCE, WEST GERMANY, AND JAPAN, AMONG OTHERS, 
"PUT ECONOMIC INTEREST ABOVE HUMAN INTEGRITY " BY TRADE AND 
ARMS SALE TO SA. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA)

BASE SALARY, LIMITING ARGUMENTS PRIMARILY TO NEED FOR ICSC 
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TO REVIEW QUESTION AND TO CONTINUING VALIDITY OE GA RES 
2742(XXV) WHICH DECIDED NO FURTHER ADJUSTMENTS IN SALARIES 
SHOULD BE MADE PENDING REVIEW. GHANAIAN DEL SAID SYSTEM
